WHITE GIVEN A HEARING.
When Tatrick White, M. P.. rose and

moved the rejection of the land bill as not
metltlng the support of the Irish party the
delegates hissed him, and angry cries of

Withdraw" came from 11 sides. Mr. Red-
mond finally secured a hearing for Mr.
White, who eald the bill -- was one of the
nost faulty measures ever Introduced and

was entirely In favor of the landlords.
Another speaker declared Mr. Wyndham's

bill would be "a millstone o debt" around
the tenants necks, But this brought forth
fcowls of derision from the delegates, whom
Mr. Redmond could scarcely keep in order.

The good temper of the assemblage was
restored by a landlord, Fierce O'Mahony, a
former I'arnelllte member- - of , Parliament,
vigorously supporting the bill, while a
speech In Gaelic by Canon McFadden added
lurther to the pood humor.

The announcement that the vote on Mr.
Whites motion had been rejected by an
overwhelming majority created tremendous
enthusiasm. Only a few hands were held
up In favor of Mr. White's motion, while
hundreds were waved when '.'to the con-
trary" was called, and hats were thrown up
and the convention . enthusiastically com-
mitted Itself to the land bill subject to such
amendments a the Irish Parliamentary
party can revure.

Michael Davltt then received a great ova-
tion. He demanded the release of Col. Ar-
thur Lynch, who Is undergoing a sentence
of life imprisonment after having been con-
victed of high treason, and one other Irish
agitator who U still In Jail and whose con-
tinued Imprisonment, said Mr. Davitt. was
unbecoming to the spirit of peace between
Ireland and England. Mr. Davltt expressed
many difference of opinion with Mr.
O'Brien, Mr. Redmond ana the majority of
the delegates, but he promised to abide by
the decision of the convention, voiced his
undying hatred of Irish landlords and said
he doubted If Mr. O'Brien was right in be-
lieving that they would settle down and
help in the development of the country
after the passage of the bill.
DAVITTS PLEA IN LABOR'S BEHALF.

Mr. Davltt also made a strong plea in
behalf of the Irish agricultural labor, which
he will elaborato to-morr- cw when the sug
gested amendments are taken ud in detail.
He maintained that the bill, even as amend-
ed, would not put an end to' the land strug-Cl- e,

and then offered in friendly terms, an
amendment to Mr. O'Brien's motion, pro-
viding that the Nationalist members of
Parliament refer the bill back to the con-
vention for flnal approval, after passing
the committee stage in the Hounse of Com-
mons, so that the people themselves may
fay if they accept it as amended and that
the convention be merely adjourned Instead
of dissolved.

Mr. Redmond, in reply, paid a tribute to
Mr. Davltt'8 fairness and the benefit de--

After the convention all the leaders ex-
pressed their complete satisfaction at the
proceedings and tho practical unanimity of
so many representative bodies throughout
Ireland.

"Eager for peace, but ready for war in

A decree has been published at Helslng-for- s,

Finland, prescribing measures for tho
maintenance of order in Finland. Under
this decree the governor general Is em
powered when he deems it necessary to
clo?e hotels, shops and factories, to pro
hibit private meetings, dissolve private as
sociations and expel from Finland all per
sons who are considered undesirable. Ex
pulsions, however, except in ca?es which do
not permit of delay, must receive Imperial
sanctions. Persons expelled may be or-
dered to reside In certain places within the
empire. The decree becomes operative In
three years.

At a banquet given at the palace in Bel
grade rn celebration of the tenth anniver-
sary of King Alexander's accession to the
Servian throne, the King made a speech In
which he referred to the-grav- e situation in
the East, saylr.g fateful times were ap
proachlng for all the peoples of the Balkan
peninsula, and Servia must be ready to
strike at the proper moment. He also con-
gratulated himself upon the fact that his
marriage to Queen Draga had met with the
approval of his people. Referring to his re
cent proclamations, the King said Servia
had no time for experimenting, and he had.
therefore, been compelled to restore the
constitution to Its original condition.
